President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  . . 
honored  in  naming  of  building.

Current  President  To  Be  Honored 

The  new  student  activities  building  on  campus  will  be  named  the 
“Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Center”  in  honor  of  the  University’s  current  pres- 
ident, it  was  announced  Wednesday  afternoon  by  President  David  O. 
McKay,  representing  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  DECISION  was  made  at  a meeting , in  which  Dr.  Wilkinson 
was  not  present  in  tribute  to  the  dynamic  attorney-educator. 

The  building,  one  of  the  largest  of  its  type  in  the  country,  will  be 
named  and  dedicated  at  services  on  April  3.  Dedication  also  is  planned 
on  that  day  for  the  Franklin  S.  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

DR.  WILKINSON  has  been  instrumental  in  building  the  BYU  campus, 
faculty,  studentbody,  curriculum  and  academic  organization  into  one  of 
world’s  important  universities. 

Since  his  first  appointment  in  1950,  the  campus  has  grown  to  a 
spacious,  beautiful  plant  of  more  than  100  major  permanent  buildings, 
80  of  which  were  built  during  his  administration. 

President  Wilkinson  has  placed  great  emphasis  on  scholarship  at 
BYU  and  during  his  administration  the  curriculum  has  been  completely 
revised. 

BORN  IN  OGDEN,  Dr.  Wilkinson  attended  Weber  College,  received 
the  B.A.  at  BYU,  the  LL.B.  at  George  Washington  University,  doctor  of 
juiidical  science  degree  at  Harvard  University  and  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree  at  BYU  in  1957. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  served  as  president  of  BYU  from  1950  to  January  of 
1964  when  he  resigned  to  run  for  the  U.S.  Senate.  When  not  elected,  he 
was  invited  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU  to  again  become  president.

The  final  shot  which  slips  over 
the  hoop  in  the  Friday  battle  be- 
tween UCLA  and  BYU  may  well 
be  the  shot  heard  ‘round  the 
world. 

THE  CAMPUS  WORLD  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  that 
is.  On  the  other  hand  it  may  set 
off  another  student  riot  if  the 
UCLAns  should  be  on  the  top  side 
of  the  score. 

Either  way  there  will  be  no  joy 
in  one  of  two  college  towns. 
Should  UCLA  win  the  tourney 
they  will  be  headed  toward  second 
straight  national  crown  if,  and 
that  if  is  a big  one,  ...  if  things 
go  right. 

IF  PREDICTIONS  are  made 
they  are  going  to  be  based  on 
statistics  of  some  sort.  Past  re- 
cords of  the  wars  between  the  two 
schools  would  tip  the  scales  in  the 
favor  of  the  Cougars  who  have 
won  seven  against  only  four  for 
the  Bruins.  'The  Bruins  have  yet 
to  win  a game  against  the  Cou- 
gars on  the  Cat  home-court 
Nevertheless  the  total  spread  of 
points  in  the  games  played  in 
Provo  is  only  ten  . . . indicating 
four  closely  played  contests.

Why  Wasn't  It  Printed? 


Many  letters  to  the  editor  never  make  it 
into  print.  Why?  There  are  many  reasons. 

The  most  common  reason  is  the  fact  that 
many  more  letters  are  received  than  can  be 
printed  in  the  available  space.  This  means 
that  something  must  be  left  out.  Either  the 
letter  must  be  cut,  or  it  must  be  left  out  en- 
tirely. If  a letter  has  parts  the  editor  feels 
could  be  left  out  without  reducing  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  letter,  then  the  editor  cuts 
those  parts. 

The  editor  uses  his  best  judgement  in 
making  these  cuts.  However,  we  do  not  fool 
ourselves;  we  know  that  every  author  re- 
gards his  letter  as  he  would  his  own  child 
and  that  cutting  any  part  of  it  is  destroying 
his  prodgidy.  It  can't  be  done  without  hurt- 
ing. 

This  is  why  we  strongly  urge  our  con- 
tributors to  make  their  letters  short  and 
to  the  point.  Tlie  shorter  letter  has  a better 
chance  of  being  printed,  because  it  will  not 
have  to  be  cut  ad  thus  hurt  the  person  who 
took  the  time  to  write  and  send  it  in  to  us. 

Other  reasons  why  letters  must  be  cut  or 
deleted  completely  are  to  eliminate  poor  taste 


or  libel.  We  also  try  to  correct  grammar  and 
misspellings  (of  which  there  is  an  over 
abundance). 

Also,  many  letters  are  not  published  be- 
cause they  come  in  unsigned.  If  any  author 
wishes  to  make  his  thoughts  known  in  an 
open  forum,  he  must  be  willing  to  stand  be- 
hind them  by  having  his  name  published 
with  the  letter.  Only  on  vary 'rare  occasions 
will  letters  be  printed  with  “name  on  file.” 

We  try  to  print  letters  both  pro  and  con 
on  controversial  issues.  We  feel  that  airing 
both  sides  of  an  issue  adds  to  the  news  value 
of  the  column  by  allowing  both  opinions  to 
be  expressed.  'Then  readers  may  choose 
which  side  he  believes. 

All  letters  sent  to  the  editor  which  do 
not  meet  the  requirements  will  be  returned 
with  marked  indications  of  why  the  letter 
could  not  be  accepted. 

These  requirements  are  few:  the  letter 
must  be  typewritten,  must  be  under  300 
words,  must  be  signed  and  have  the  student 
number  under  the  signature  for  purposes  of 
verification.

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  fifth  in  a 
series  of  articles  by  ttie  Senate  Pres- 
ident dealing  with  the  proposed  con- 
stitutional revisions.  This  article  deals 
with  the  legislature. 

More  needs  to  be  said  about 
the  specific  powers  given  the  As- 
sembly in  Article  II  of  the  pro- 
posed constitution  since  the  com- 
ment so  far  has  concerned  only 
the  seating  of  the  five  executive 
vice  presidents. 

SECTION  I IS  about  the  com- 
position. Though  more  needs  to 
be  said  on  this  section  other  sec- 
tions are  also  vitally  important. 

Section  II  specifies  what  sec- 
tions of  the  studentbody  will 
elect  the  various  representatives 
of  IOC  Housing  is  left  open  so 
it  may  be  determined  by  law. 

A CONSTITUTION  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Inter  Housing 
Council.  It  states  that  the  two 
representative  seats  assigned  to 
housing  will  be  elected  by  gen- 
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eral  balloting  of  the  students  liv- 
ing on  campus.  Ratification  by 
the  legislature  will  thus  provide 
the  method  for  selecting  those 
representatives. 

Section  III  states  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Assembly.  All 
legislative  powers  shall  be  vested 
in  the  assembly  and  all  powers 
not  delegated  to  the  other  bran- 
ches of  government  are  reserved 
by  the  Assembly.  Since  very  lit- 
tle is  specified  as  responsibilities 
of  the  other  branches  this  means 
that  virtually  all  power  for  de- 
cision making  rests  with  the  leg- 
islature. 

THE  PURSE  STRINGS  of  the 
student  budget  are  completely 
controlled  by  the  Assembly  in 
that  it  will  have  the  power'  to 
appropriate  all  funds.  In  the 
past,  the  Senate  has  had  the 
power  of  approving  the  budget 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  only 
and  those  organizations  that  lat- 
er found  they  needed  more  funds 
had  no  method  for  acquiring  the 
needed  funds. 

The  next  four  listed  powers  of 
the  assembly  deal  with  legisla- 
tive procedure  such  as  operating 
rules  an(I  presidential  veto  pow- 
ers. These  follow  standard  prac- 
tice. 

PARAGRAPH  EIGHT  states 
that  three-fourths  of  the  repre- 
sentatives must  consent  to  the 


removal  of  any  executive  officer 
from  his  position.  There  has 
been  some  comment  about  the 
fact  that  one-fourth  of  the  rep- 
resentatives are  executive  offi- 
cers and  would  therefore  be 
prone  to  supporting  their  col- 
leagues. 

This  is  an  area  of  vital  con- 
cern but  we  should  also  realize 
that  generally  the  programs  of 
the  vice  presidents  are  interre- 
lated and  a vice  president  would 
therefore  be  quite  concerned 
about  the  effectiveness  of  his  fel- 
low officers. 

NINE  VESTS  THE  responsi- 
bility for  replacing  the  student- 
body  in  the  legislature  and  spec- 
ifies that  such  replacement  shall 
be  one  of  the  vice  presidents. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  the 
assembly,  by  virtue  of  the  rep- 
resentatives personal  knowledge 
of  the  capabilities  of  the  vice 
presidents,  to  quickly  fill  such 
vacancy  when  it  becomes  neces- 
sary. 

'The  creation  of  a court  system 
such  as  the  student  traffic  court 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  As- 
sembly as  stated  by  paragraph 
ten.  The  powers  to  initiate  legis- 
lation and  to  enact  laws  by  stu- 
dent petitions  are  defined  in  Sec- 
tion IV.  This  provides  a valuable 
check  of  power  on  the  Assembly 
by  the  studentbody.

1,000  Demonstrators  Reach  Capitol; 
White  Minister  Beaten  By  Whites 


SELMA,  ALA.,  ( A P)— Ala- 
bama’s mushrooming  Civil  Rights 
drive  sent  demonstrators  into  the 
streets  of  two  cities  Wednesday. 
Nearly  500  marchers  were  turned 
back  here,  but  about  1,000  march- 
ed on  the  state  capitol  in  Mont- 
gomery. 

THE  MARCHERS  poured  from 
churches  in  both  cities  as  Dr. 
Marin  Luther  King  Jr.  called  for 
nationwide  backing.  A White 
Boston  Minister,  clubbed  by  a 
White  gang  in  Selma,  lay  in  grave 
condition  a hospital. 

Tensions  mounted  and  the 
spreading  Civil  Rights  drive — 
centered  on  Negro  voting  pHDwer — 
took  on  the  proportions  of  1963’s 
turbulent  summer  of  racial  de- 
monstrations. 

Selma  officials  backed  by  a 
large  force  of  police  officers  halt, 
ed  the  marchers  here  one-half 
block  from  the  church  where  they 
began.  After  many  demonstrators 
voiced  their  grievances,  the 
throng  turned  back  without  incid- 
ent. 

At  Montgomery,  the  nearly  1,000 
marches — including  a few  White 
persons — walked  to  the  White- 
domed  capitol.  Carrying  a Civil 
Rights  petition  for  the  Governor, 
the  marches  lined  up  and  sang 
“Freedom  songs.” 

THEY  SAT  ON  THE  street,  but 
after  a few  minutes,  the  placard- 
waving  demonstrators  got  up. 

City  policemen  stood  quietly 
along  the  streets.  State  Troopers 
ringed  the  Captiol  itself. 


The  petition  for  the  governor 
called  for  better  voter  registra- 
tion procedures  and  said  there 
had  been  flagrant  denial  of  rights 
to  Negroes. 

In  his  office  inside  the  Capitol, 
Wallace  told  newsmen:  “I  have  no 
ideas  about  what  should  be  done 
or  not  be  done  about  the  trouble 
outside.  It’s  a city  matter  as  to 
whether  they  should  be  dispers- 
ed.” 

The  city  commission  issued  a 
permit  for  the  Mongomery  march. 

In  Selma,  the  500  demonostra- 
tors  moved  only  one-half  block 
from  Browns  Chapel  A.M.E. 
Church  before  they  were  halted. 
In  their  ranks  were  six  Catholic 
Nuns,  a Priest  and  many  White 
clergymen. 

“YOU  HAVE  BEEN  INFORM- 
ED there  will  be  no  march  in 
Selma  today,”  Mayor  Joseph  T. 
Smitherman  told  the  demonstra- 
tors. Earlier  he  invoked  emerg- 
ency police  powers  to  order  a ban 
on  demonstrations. 

“We  are  not  here  to  rebel  again- 
st your  orders,”  replied  the  Rev. 
L.  L.  Anderson,  a Selma  Negro 
minister  at  the  head  of  the  col- 
umn. 

“I  have  tried  to  speak  with  the 
Mayor  and  see  him,”  Anderson 
went  on.  His  voce  chocked  with 
emotion.  “But  this  has  always 
been  denied.’  we  have  no  choice 
but  to  present  our  bodies  as 
living  sacrifice.”
